Police Find in One Room- 
ing House 24 Out of 26 
Persons Registered Were

About 250 names, appearing on 
the revised registration lists, from 
a few downtown hotels and room- 
ing houses of the Fifth Ward, have 
been found, in the first day’s work 
of a police canvass, to be appar- 
ently fraudulent.

It is the duty of the precinct 
clerks of election to verify the liste, 
and the clerks made their usual 
canvass after the recent supple- 
mentary registration.

BANK CLOSED BY 
$77,730 LOAN OF

| Directors of Auxvasse Insti- 
tution Say F. C. Stokes 
Failed to Report Exceed- 
ing Limit Set by Law.

AUXVASSE, Mo., July 18.—The 


failure of the Auxvasse Bank here 
last week today was ascribed to 
-F. C. Stokes, cashier of the insti- 
tution for 15 years and one of the 
'town’s most respected citizens. 
The bank was closed Monday of 
last week after the directors had 
been informed by D. R. Harrison, 
State Bank Examiner, that approx- 
imately $128,000 of the bank's

loans, 
statement, 


either bad or doubtful. 


Merhbers of the board declared 
today that of the $128,000 classi- 
fied as doubtful or bad, Stokes had 
lent himself $77,730, or $62,730 
more than his limit under the law. 

These directors, who, because of 
the feeling in town, requested that 
their names be withheld, said the 
board knew nothing of these un- 
secured loans which Stokes had 
made to himself until the notes 
were shown them by the bank ex- 
aminer last Thursday. It was the 
custom, they said, for the cashier 
to read over the list of loans made 
between monthly board meetings. 
Stokes reported all loans, except 
the ones made to himself, it is said, 
and a note for $14,000, of which 
the directors knew. 

Invested in Oil Leases. 

Stokes is said to have adritted 
to one ditector that he had pur- 
chased some oil leases in Oklaho- 
ma and also invested $1000 in 
stock of the Ohio Milling Co., a 
project in which several Callaway 
County farmers are said to have 
lost money. 

Stokes left here Wednesday for 
St. Louls, 
collect some money due the bank 
there, and then would go to Mal- 
den, Mo., where his parents live. 
It has been reported that Stokes’ 
parents are wealthy, and may as- 
sist him in liquidating his notes. 
Before he left he told the direc- 
tors, they say, he would return 
Sunday or Monday and would be 
able to liquidate the loans made to 
himself. 

Stokes contends, it is said, the 
mbney has been spent in Auxvasse. 
The directors seem to doubt this, 
saying his total holdings in Aux- 
vasse, at an unusually high: valua- 
tion, would not bring more than 
$10,000. Stokes made the majority 
of his notes since Jan. 1, this year, 
the directors said. 

Townspeople’s Confidence Un- 

shaken. 

According to many merchants 
and townspeople, Stokes was uni- 
versally respected. He was an of- 
ficial in the Christian Church and 
an enthusiastic participant in the 
town's activities. Several of those 
who will suffer as a result of 
Stokes’ peculations express the be- 
lief the cashier has not been guilty 
of any wrongdoing. 

‘‘He’ll come back with the money 
and the bank will be opened 
again,”’ they say. 

One elderly woman, who, with 
her husband operates a restaurant, 
said: 

“We can't believe Mr. 
could have done such: a. thing. 
There must be some mistake. He 
was not only respected, but loved 
by the people here. If the bank 
doesn't open again, we have lost 
everything. We won't even have a 
home to call’'our own. He was 80 
good to us when we needed help 
that we can't believe it.

When questioned by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter last night they said 
they took the latter’s word for it 
that it was Tuesday, when they 
were asked to sign affidavits. 

Reuben Watkins, a negro farm- 
hand employed by Eli Baird, the 
fifth affiant, said Shane waved to 
him from John Baird’s porch. “I 
know it was Tuesday, because I 
was expecting «Mr. Toad back 
Tuesday night,’’ Watkins said to 
the reporter. 

Meanwhile, Senator Kinney, now 
out of St. John’s Hospital, in St. 
Louis, has held to his identification 
of Shane’s photographs. At first it 
was presumed the Senator was 
shot by a gangster, as he was re- 
garded as a “marked man” in his 
position as a power behind the 
Egan gang and Democratic boss of 
the river wards of St. Louis. Po- 
lice believed gangsters involved in 
the assassination of Kinney’s 
brother-in-law, Constable ‘‘Willie” 
Egan in 1921, had sworn to ‘‘get” 
the Senator. 

Kinney Standing on Identification. 

When the police received a pho- 
tograph of William Newton, 
wounded in the bold $3,000,000 
mail robbery at Rondout, Ill., and 
held as a prisoner in Chicago, it 
was noticed that Newton had a 
wild look, not unlike that which 
appeared in the picture of Shane 
identified by Kinney. Newton told 
postoffice inspectors that he knew 
Max Greenberg. and that Green- 
berg planned the mail robbery. 
Greenberg is known as an enemy 
of the Egan following. The photo- 
graph of Newton was shown to 
Kinney, but he said it was not the 
picture of the man who shot him. 
He repeated ihat, 2s nearly as he 
could judge ffom a _ photograph, 
Shane was the man. 

Shane has made no effort at 
concealment, except once when St. 
Louls detectives with tear bombs, 
bullet-proof vests and riot guns 
came here to get him a few days 
after Kinney was shot. Then he 
retired to the woods for a few 
days until they’ were gone. 
Usually he stays at the home of 
Grocer Hedge and works occasion- 
ally at odd jobs around town. 

Declared Sane After Hearing. 

Two weeks ago he went to Ca- 
ruthersville, on the advice of his 
lawyer, 
bate Judge Sanders. Affidavits of 
two physicians were read and the 
court pronounced him sane. The 
lawyer, 
St. Louis City Sanitarium must at- 
cept this decree, as Shane was com- 
mitted to the sanitarfum “until he 
shall have been legally found and 
adjudged to be a sane person.’’ Mc- 
Kay asserts that Shane never was 
insane. At his trial for the mur- 
der of the Alloways, Shane testified 
that his cousin was shot by his wife 
and that he (Shane) killed her when 
she fired at him. The insanity 
plea, entered by his lawyer, was a 
surprise to Shane, he says.

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SHORT CROP PROSPECTS 
SENDS GRAIN PRICES UP 


Wheat Advances 30 Cents in 
Few Weeks — Flour and 
Hogs Also Up. 


By the Associated Press 

CHICAGO, July 18.—Wheat has 
advanced 30 cents in the United 
States in the last few weeks and 
42 cents in Canada. 

July wheat, which sold at $1.03 % 
on June 9, touched $1.30% yester- 
day, gaining 4% cents for the day, 
while Winnipeg was up to $1.40%, 
an advance of 4% cents. All ce- 
real futures except September corn 
were quoted here yesterday at new 
high prices for the crop. 


Speculative trading on the Board 
of Trade on Wednesday reached 
its highest since May 1, 1923, with 
a total of more than 110,000,000 
bushels of all grains of which 69.- 
000,000 bushels were wheat for fu- 
ture delivery. Six weeks ago trad- 
ing was around 20,000,000 bushe's 
a day. 

July corn has advanced from 78% 
cents to $1.13 in about six weeks 
and cash No. 2 yellow corn brought 
$1.16% yesterday, the highest ir 
several years. Oats sold at 61 
cents and are up 10 cents of lata. 
and rye brought 87 cents, a gain 
of 20 cents a bushel in the samo 
time. a 

December corn, representing tha 
new crop which will be harvested 
this fall, sold at 71% cents on June 
9 and was 94% cents at the finish 
yesterday. 

With the advance in wheat. 
prices of wheat flour have takeu 
an ascent. Prices rose 20 cents 
a barrel yesterday to $8 for th, 
best-known brands of Minneapolis 
patents, making a gain of $1.20 pe: 
barrel since June 9, and rye flour: 
is up 75c@$1 for the same period. 

The poor prospect for the corr 
crop, with the promise of a yield 
of 2,515,000,000 bushels on July 1, 
the smallest with two exceptions 
in 20 years, is considered respon. 
sible for the high prices for the 
grain. The average corn crop is 
about 2,850,000,000. Hogs have 
shared in the upward movement 
and touched $8.10 yesterday, the 
highest price since last October. 

All of the speculative grain mar- 
kets are regarded by dealers as 
somewhat strained and rapid pric? 
changes are expected.

The Tentative Organization. 

Plans which have been worked 
out in conferences during the last 
week at the New ‘York home of 
Frank L. Polk, law partner and in- 
timate friend of the nominee, call 
for at least two vice chairmen, or 
assistant aidmen. and an Advis- 
ory Committee, representing @1 
elements of the party. The organ- 
ization which has been tentatively 
decided upon is about as follows: 
Vice chairmen, George White, Ohio, 
and Daniel C. Roper of South Car- 
olina; Advisory Committee, Frank 
L. Polk, Nodman Davis, both of 
New York: Vance McCormick, 
Pennsylvania; Cordell Hull, Ten- 
nessee; Homer L. Cummings, Con- 
necticut; Senator Thomas J. Walsh, 
Montana; Alvin Owsley, Texas, and 
possibly several others. 

In addition, there probably will 
be a number of reginal chairmen 
assigned to specified areas. This 
plan will make for intensive cam- 
paigning under the general direc- 
tion of the national chairman and 
the advisory committee. Most of 
those chosen for high posts in the 
Davis organization are veteran di- 
rectors of campaigns. Roper was 
one of the leaders of the McAdoo 
forces. White, McCormick and 
Cummings have all served at the 
head of the National Committee. 

It is expected that the National 
Committee will be called into for- 
mal session either at fhe time of 
the notification ceremonies, or Um- 
mediatelg thereafter to ratify 
Shaver'’s selection. 

Nominated Davis for Congress. 

Shaver’s political connection with 
Davis goes back many years. He 
and the Democratic naminee were 
ghairmen of county committees in 
adjoining counties—Davis in Har- 
rison and Shaver in Marion—in the 
same congressional district of West 
Virginia. They became rood 
friends. When Davis ran for Con- 
gress in 1910, it was Shaver who

How such expenditure by a candi- 
date is possible within the law, I 
do not understand. I have con- 
ducted my campaign so as to re- 
main within the letter and the 
epirit of the corrupt practices act 
and I am willing to make public 
the collections and disbursements 
of campaign funds In my behalf. I 
call upon my opponents to agree 
to do this, at least a week before 
the primary, giving the names of 
those who made contributions and 
those to whom money has been 
paid. The people have a right to 
know.”’ 

Not Supported by Bosses. 

Moore again declared that “I am

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CAREERS OF THE TWO REPUBLICANS 
WHO ARE SEEKING THE NOMINATION 
FOR ATTORNEY GENERALSHIP OF STATE 


Voters of the Party Must 
Choose Between Gus O. 
Nations of St. Louis, For- 
mer Dry Enforcement 
Officer Here, and Assist- 
ant Attorney - General 
Robert W. Otto.

A State office rivaling in impor- 
tance that of the Governor in the 
requirement that for the public 
good it be filled by a capable, hon- 
est, industrious official, blessed with 


initiative, is that of the Attorney- | 


General. At the primary Aug. 5, 
the Republicans of Missouri in 
making their nomination for the 
office will choose between Gus O. 
Nations of St. Louis, the lights and 
shades of whose spectacular record 
as Chief Prohibition Enforcement 
Officer have frequently been cast 
upon the newspaper screen in re- 
cent years, and Assistant Attorney- 
General Robert W. Otto of Wash- 
ington, Mo., who has the unquali- 
fied indorsement of Attorney-Gen- 
eral Barrett for the place. 

The Attorney-General is the chief 
law officer of the State. It is his 
duty to advise all other State of- 
ficilals on all legal matters arising 
within their jurisdictions. He is re- 
quired by law to handle before the’ 
Supreme Court all criminal cases 
taken there on appeal. He is par- 
ticularly required to enforce the 
antitrust laws of the State and that 
is where individual initiative is re- 
quired, for the Attorney-General 
may institute prosecutions or not 
as he sees fit. 

Probably no public official has 
been more in the public eye during 
the past three years than has Na- 
tions. Probably none has been less 
before the public than has Otto. 
Nations’ spectacular raids on 
crowded hotel dining rooms and on 
illegal barrooms, together with the 
notoriety which has come to him 
through official investigations of 
the details of prohibition enforce- 
ment, have kept him‘*before the 
public continually. 

Otto’s- Work of Vital Importance. 

During the same period Otto has 
been rather closely confined in his 
room in the  Attorney-General’s 
sufte in the State Supreme Court 
Bullding in Jefferson City delving 
into all) manner of legal problems. 
many of which had vital bearing on 
the official business of the State, 
but which had little in them to 
arouse the immediate interest of 
the public. 

The two candidates have one 
thing in common, their youth. Each 
is 31 years old. 

Nations first came to public at- 
tention in the Hyde campaign of 
1920, when he was in charge of 
Gov. Hyde's St. Louis campaign 
headquarters. He is a son of Gil- 
bert O. Nations, formerly of Farm- 
ington, Mo., but for several years 
a resident of Washington, where h* 
has been engaged in promoting 
anti-Catholic lobby propaganda, a 
work which led to his recent nomi- 
nation for the presidency by the 
newly formed American party, 
more commonly known as the Ku 
Klux Klan party. He is a brother 
of Heber Nations, publisher of the 
Jefferson City Post, Ku Klux Flan 
leader,. and former State Labor 
Commissioner, from which office he 
resigned recently, after being in- 
dicted by the Federal grand jury In 
St. Louis on a charge that he was 
a member of a conspiracy to vio- 
late the Federal prohibition laws. 

Nations’ Earlier Carcer. 

Gus Nations was a proof reader 
on a St. Louis newspaper for sev- 
eral years, during which time he 
attended the Benton Law School, 
from which he graduated. He was 
admitted to practice law about 
eight years ago. 

His experience as a youns and 
newly admitted member of the bar 
was similar to that of most young 
lawyers. Before he had been prac- 
ticing long enough to have had a 
wide experience, he was caught in 
the lure of politics and job holding. 
His services for Hyde in the 1920 
campaign gave him a claim upon 
the Governor for a job. 

Nations expected it would be one 
of the more lucrative State places 
at the command of the Governor, 
but when the time came he found 
that he was offered “temporarily, 
until something hetter offered,” the 
position of Blue Sky Commissioner, 
a subordinate place under the State 
Commissioner of Finance, at a sal- 
ary of $2400 a year. His duties re- 
quired that he pass upon the appli- 
cations of corporations to sell stock 
in Missouri. 

Finally Got Dry Job. 

After a few months without the 
prospect of a better piace becoming 
brighter, Nations resigned. There- 
after his eye fell upon the prohibi- 
tion enforcement service, and 
through the influence of the Rev. 
W. C. Shupp. then superintendent 
of the Missouri! Anti-Saloon League, 
and Jacob L. Babler, formerly Re- 
publican National Committeeman 
from Missouri, he was appointed 
Chief Prohibition Enforcement Of- 
ficer in St. Louls. After being de- 
cided upon, the appointment was 
held up in Washington several 
weeks by Senator Spencer because 
of protests from St. Louis that in 
reality it was an appointment by

Shupp. In January, £922, it was 
officially announced, 

Nations took about three weeks 
to familiarize himself with the of- 
fice, and then began a series of 
spectacular raids, the first of which 
was ata saloon at Manchester ave- 
nue and Kingshighway, where he 
arrested 14 women and 41 men. The 
same night he raided’ Cafferata’s, 
Delmar boulevard and Hamilton 
avenue, where he arrested four 
men seated at tables. 

He conducted many similar raids, 
many of them on search warrants, 
the legality of which was attacked 
in the courts, and which did not 
meet the requirements later offi- 
clally laid down for search war- 
rants. 


Forced to Take First Drink. 
He had been-in offico «= month 
when he had his firse taste of in- 


toxicating liquor. It was forced on 
him by his pfficial duties. Seeking 
evidence of law violations in a 
South St. Louls wine garden, he 
ordered beer. The waitress served 
it but looked at him in such a 
suspicious manner that he was 
forced to take a sip because he 
wanted to follow up his beér pur- 
chase by ordering whisky. When 
it was served he arrested the pro- 
prietor. 

Shortly afterward, he was cau- 
tioned by” W. H. Allen; then Pro- 
hibtion Director, against ‘“‘spectac- 
ular raids.” 

In October, 1922, Nations com- 
mented adversely on an action by 
the late Federal Judge Dyer, who, 
to clear the court docket, had ac- 
cepted pleas of guilty and assessed 
fines instead of jail sentences in a 
large number of prohibition cases. 
His remarks drew from the Judge 
the caustic comment: 

“The trouble with a whipper- 
snapper like him is that if you giv 
him a bit of authority and stick a 
feather in his cap, he will strut 
himself to death.” 


Indorsed by the W. C. T. U. 


This comment brought from the 
w. c. T. U., which had a State 
meeting in St. Louls the following 
day, a strong indorsement of Na- 
tions, the resolution adopted in- 
dorsing ‘“‘his life, works and char- 
acter.”’ 

The most spectacular of all Na- 
tions’ raids and the one which 
aroused the greatest public. pro- 
test, was the “Battle of the Chase” 
in the main dining room of Chase 
Hotel New Year's eve, 1922. 
With several enforcement officers 
and city detectives, Nations eén- 
tered the room crowded by hun- 
dreds of holiday celebrants at mid- 
night and began an inspection of 
the glasses on the tables. A diner 
objected to a remark addressed by 
one of the agents to his wife, and 
struck the agent. Quickly there 
was a riot. Dishes, food and sil- 
ver were hurled by the diners at 
the ofcicers. A city detective fired 
a shot and then the agents depart- 
A woman ant a man were 
wounded and another man was in- 
jured in the rioting. 

Following the raid there was a 
mass meeting at the Odeon at 
which resolutions of protest were 
adopted. and there was an investi- 
gation by the Police Noard to de- 
termine the part citv o*ficers” had 
had in the affair. Nations was 
subjected to much criticism, but 
on the other hand ministerial as- 
sociations adopted resolutions com-~ 


mending him. 
Urged for State Director. 


Throughout his service in the 
Prohibition Department, Nations 
has had the support of the W. C. 
T. U. In May, 1923, Mrs. Nelile 
Burger, its president, told of ef- 
forts being made by the organi- 
zation to have him appointed State 
Prohibition Director. “Gus Na- 
tions is our boy,” she aaid. “We 
have watched his career and have 
noted his vigorous efforts to en- 
force prohibition In St. Louis.” 

In the summer of 1922, Allen re- 
signed as Prohibition Director. Tho 
effort to obtain Nations’ appoint- 
ment in his place failed. Instead, 
three jobs were combined. those of 
group head, chief of the field 
forces and legal adviser to the di- 
rector, and the combined job at a

There were not many spectacu- 
lar raids afterward. It became 
common knowledge in St. Louls 
that whisky and beer were obtain- 
able in a large majority of the so- 
called soft drink bars. It was 
known that two St. Louls brew- 
erles were making and selling beer 
without molestation. 


Special Dry Agents Sent Here. 
Late in 1923, the Prohibition En- 
forcement Department in Washing- 


ton sent seveygal agents to St. Louis 
to operate independently of WNa- 
tions in an investigation of prohi- 
bition enforcement, the department 
acting on a report in circulation ir. 
St. Louis that Heber Nagions, then 
State Labor’ Commissioner, and 
Charles 8. Prather, then State Food 
and Drug Commissioner, were 
“selling protection” to the Griese- 
dieck Bros. Brewery, under an ar- 
rangement by which, it was report- 
ed, the brewery could make and sell 
beer without fear of Federal raid 
on the payment to the two State of- 
ficials of $1 a case for each case 
sold. 

The special agents worked for 
several months, and by watching 
meetings of brewers and = others 
and overhearing telephone conver- 
sations by means of tapping the 
wires, were prepared for action 
Feb. 21, when they learned there 
was to be a big output of beer at 
the Griesedieck Brewery. Gus Na- 
tions, who was in Kansaa City the 
day before, hurried to St. Louis 
and led a force of his own agents 
in a raid on the brewery while the 
special agents were waiting for the 
time they considered opportune. 

This action brought to public 
notice the work of the _ special 
agents. One of the officers of the 
brewery, a few days later made a 
confession in which he named He- 
ber Nations and Prather. Prather 
shortly afterward tendered to Gov. 
Hyde his resignation as Food and 
Drug Commissioner. Heber WNa- 
tions refused to resign. Instead he 
issued a long statement in which 
he denied the reports in circulation 
and declared the special iInvestiga- 
tion was inspired by pollitcal ene- 
mies, who desired to discredit him, 
his brother, Gus, and Gov. Hyde. 
Gus issued a similar statement. 


Brother of Nations Indicted, 

The evidence obtained by the 
special agents was presented to a 
Federal grand jury which returned 
indictments against Frather and 
Heber Nations. This grand jury 
has not completed its work, but is 
now taking a summer recess. He- 
ber Nations resigned his State po- 
sition after his indictment. 

Following the indictments, and 
after a period during which there 
were frequent reports that Gus Na- 
tions was to be removed, he decid. | 
ed to resign and seek the nomina- 
tion for the Attorney-Generalship. 
His platform was devoted largely 
to a pledge for law enforcement. 

Nations, notwithstanding his suc- 
standing 
with the “drys” in the country, 
strange to relate, is not being vig- 
orously opposed by members of the 
“wet City Committee In St. Louis. 
While there has been no concerted 
support accorded by the committee, 
the lack of opposition indicates that 
they do not consider him unsatis- 
factory. 

Several days ago he was accom- 
panied to the city hall by John J. 
Hurley. saloon keeper and Repub- 
lican City Committeeman from the 
Twentieth Ward, who introduced 
him to the “boys” on the city pay- 
roll, a majority of whom are “wet.” 

If Nations can hold the “dry” 
vote in the country and at the same 
time get by without the opposition 
of the “wet” City Committee in 8t. 
Louls he will have accomplished a 
coup almost unprecedented in Mis- 
sour! polities. 

Tha Record of Otto. 


Compared to that of Nationa, the 
record of Otto, his opponent, is 
very matter-of-fact. He was born 
and reared in Franklin County, and 
recetved his education in the pub- 
lic schools, the State University and 
Northwestern University. He prac- 
ticed law a short time in Kansas 
City and then returned to Franklin 
County, where he twice waa elected 
Prosecuting Attorney. He waa 
chosen Assistant Attorney-General 
by Attorney-General Barrett in 
1921. 

He wrote the first opinion hold- 
ing the housing trusts in Missourt 
to be lotteries under the Missouri 
law, the opinion later being upheld 
by the Supreme Court. Much of 
his work In the office has been in 
the preparatiop of appeais of crim- 
inal cases for presentation to the! 
Supreme Court.

The Province of Saskatchewan. through a plebe- 
scite, has rejected prohibition by a large majority.

Ontario became “dry” in July, 1921, and has experi- 
enced a reign of more or less violent raids, sealings 
and official tyranny, with bootlegging untversal.

All this shows a gratifying trend of public opinion 
nway from the unbalanced fanaticism which has at- 
tempted, through prohibition. to whip people across 
lots into a moral paddock in which they could only 
‘ake the choice of being slaves or law-breakers.

Haines has been with the 
Cardinals since 1919, but he had 
two previous major league trials 
before coming to St: Louis. He 
was born in Clayton, O., July 22,

he had a very good year with a 
record of 18 games won and 12 
lost. He was a big factor in 1922 
when he won 11 games and lost
